The 
principal criticism of the proposed 
base has been in connection with 
its expense, but the idea that it 
might foster a) militaristic out 
look in this part 6f the 
world has also influenced 
critics of a pacifist or Socialist 
turn of mind. Frankly, all suck 
Preparations for war purposes 
—veven if only defensive—are 
dead against the principle of the 
Washington disarmament con- 
ference. The only excuse for a 
scheme like the original Singapore 
one is that the world has not yet 
reached that ideal state where 
human brotherhood will prevail. 
There is a message, published to- 
day, to the effect that alternative 
plans are being corisidered — 
an enlargement of the existing 
dock accommodation at Singapore 
or the use of a huge floating dock, 
in conjunction with the Ad. 
miratly worksbops, magazines 
and oil tanks. The advocates of 
the Pacific naval base idea 
will probably be ready to fall in 
with such a scheme, in the belief 
that something will be better 
than nothing. In these days of 
political compromise. it might be 
as well to compromise ‘even in 
matters of Imperial defence—and 
leave future generations to -ap- 
portion the blessings or the blaine. 


An Invitation to France. 


There is one subject on which 
our new Cabinet seems to have
